The Favorite 
was equipped as a miniature gunboat, carrying 
two howitzers and a Gatling gun. 
Captain 
lieardslee accompanied Major Morris, taking 
him with a suitable force of officers, hlue jack­ 
ets and marines from the Jamestown, which, 
being a sailine vessel, was unlit for such an 
exjicdition. It is also charged by the Hoonah 
Indians that the British Columbia Indians 
have been smuggling goods into Alaska as 
well as killing the sea otter out of season, 
and that these Canadian Indians come from 
Fort Simpson, and the Hoonahs further say 
that if these Indians are not ex;>elled by our 
Government _ they u-ill undertake similar 
action on their siJe, which will result in war­ 
fare 
and much bloodshed 
iu Alaskan 
waters. 
The expedition will 
probably 
be 
absent 
one 
month. 
Depredations 
of 
this 
kind _ have 
been 
constantly 
committed from time to time, and unless our 
Government now interferes to put a stop to 
it and protect the sea otter grounds, the ani­ 
mal will not only become extinct, but the 
consequences will probably be very disastrous 
to both nations, involving as it probably will 
some national questions of importance. 
The California brought down a valuable 
cargo of furs belonging to the Northwest 
Trading Company, which have been disposed 
of at \ ictoria, B. C. 
This company has met 
with great success, and continues to establish 
new trading posts.

The California also brought #30,000 in 
treasure. 
After leaving Sitka she went into Ktaoock 
on the 
13th, and 
took 
aboard 
2,000 
cases and 50 barrels of salmon. The cannery 
so far has 5,500 cases of salmon put up.

The California laid over one day at Wraugel 
to enable Judge Deady and party to visit the 
great glacier on the Stickeen river.

HEROIC CONDUCT. 


Brave Work by a Brave M an-C hristian 
Charity by a 
[San Francisco Bulletin, August 18th. J 
The recent holocaust in Oakland brought 
to light at least one brave spirit and an­ 
other Mary Magdalen, the one braving 
death to rescue the inmates of the knrning 
house and the other—a woman of the town 
—binding the wounds of one of the burned 
women, while her strong sisters shrank 
from the performance of that Christian and 
humane duty, overcome by the horrible 
sight and frightful sufferings of the unfor­ 
tunate. 
The heroic and humane perform­ 
ances of these two persons have escaped 
the notice of the observant newspaper re­ 
porter, and have thus far gone unrecorded. 
As an act of common justice, both are 
worthy of an honorable place in the g&lixy 
of local heroes. 
The former is a German 
named B. Bennett. 
He is a junk dealer 
by occupation, dealing in such commercial 
trifles as bottles, rags, sacks, etc., and re­ 
sides w ith his family on the corner of Jack­ 
son and Second streets, Oakland. 
He was 
one of the first to reach the scene of the 
fire after the alarm was given, and hearing 
the cries and screams of human beings in­ 
side the burning shanty he broke in to res­ 
cue them. 
W hen he entered the Ivalaher 
house tongues of living flame stretched all 
over the room, licking up everything com­ 
bustible within their reach, and in one cor­ 
ner, screaming and jumping about, were 
two children. 
Mr. Bennett at once took 
one child under each arm and rushed out. 
One of the two was the surviving child 
and was unhurt. 
The other child died 
from the effects of its burns the day after 
the lire. Leaviug the children in the street 
and without a thought of the consequences 
to himself, the brave man rushed again 
into the burning building. 
The room was 
then surrounded with flame, and the door 
closing behind him. 
The dense smoke al­ 
most suffocated him. 
He was compelled 
to open the door and go outside liefore at 
tem pting to rescue any of the other in­ 
mates of the building. 
A fter getting a 
mouthful of fresh air lie again entered the 
burning house, and this time succeeded iu 
dragging Mrs. Kalaher toward the door. 
While thus engaged, a gentleman named 
Mitchell came to his assistance, and be­ 
tween the two the woman was dragged out. 
Believing that all the inmates of the Kala­ 
her shanty had been rescued, Bennett and 
Mitchell turned their attention to the 
Green house adjoining, which had also 
taken fire. 
They first carried out the four 
children and then pulled out the dnm keu 
parents. 
None of the members of this 
family were hurt and the house was saved. 
During the various times he entered the 
Kalaher house, Bennett was unconscious 
of the fact that he w as himself in imminent 
danger. 
It was not until after he caine out 
the last time that he found that he had not 
escaped unscathed. 
But the action of the 
cold night air soon told upon his wounds. 
After the fire was over and the attention of 
those present was directed to the sufferers, 
it was found that Bennett was badly 
burned about the head, and his neck, face 
and lips were badly scorched. 
His hands 
and arms were also badly burned. 
He is 
now confined to hia bed, and, it is repre­ 
sented, is not likely to recover for several 
weeks. Neither Bennett nor Mitchell knew 
that there were two other children in the 
Kalaher house. 
If either of the women 
rescued had been in a condition to tell 
them in time, the unfortunate little ones 
might have been saved. Mrs. Fenton, who, 
although frightfully burned, is still living 
and in a fair way of recovery, was carried 
into a stable adjacent to the burning build­ 
ing. 
This stable contaiued three stalls, one 
was occupied by a goat, the other by a 
horse, and the middle one vacant. 
In the 
latter the woman -was placed. The fire had 
burned w hat little clothes she had on. Her 
limbs were burned and blackened. 
Her 
bauds and arms were scarcely in a better 
condition. 
From a cut across her breast, 
caused probably by broken glass, the blood 
flowed freely, covering her body. 
The 
suffering woman writhed in pain and raved 
under its influence and the strong drink 
which she so freely indulged in during the 
day. 
I t was a loathsome sight, and the 
women of the neighborhood who bad flocked 
to the scene to render w hat assistance the 
circumstances seemed to require, shrank 
from such a shocking and unsightly object. 
No medical assistance had yet arrived. 
The crowd of men present were at a loss 
w hat to do, and looked on helpless. 
All 
appeals to the women who passed in and 
out to assist the sufferer were unheeded. 
Finally, one gentleman went to a grocery 
store in the vicinity and procured several 
bottles of olive oil and a quantity of linen, 
and he and another gentleman from the 
crowd proceeded to wrap the woman's 
limbs with oil soaked bandages. 
During 
the time these simple remedies were beiDg 
procured, some misguided person poured a 
quantity of mustang liniment on the wo­ 
man’s wounds. 
W hile the two men were engaged iu 
their meroilul work, an elegantly-dressed 
woman worked her way through the crowd 
to their side. 
She was recognized by those 
present as a frail and unfortnnate woman 
of the town. 
W hat her stronger sisters 
had shrank from performing she at once 
proceeded quietly to do. 
She at once 
cleared the building of the gaping crowd 
of men who were looking at the miserable 
woman in the stall and depriving her of 
the fresh air she needed. 
She then took 
off her gloves, rolled up her sleeves, and 
kneeling on the dirty straw by the suffer­ 
ing woman’s side, went heroically to work 
to help the two mentioned to anoint and 
bandage, remaining at her post until a phy­ 
sician reached the place. 
Such a deed of 
Christian charity ought to cover many

ucation is, in fact, to argue in a circle. 
W ant of education by no means necessarily 
prevents men from being loyal, nor does 
education, at the South, produce loyalty, 
since many of the most obstinate rebels 
have been educated men. 
Rut the popular 
refusal to accept the results of the war for 
the Union must be reckoned w ith by itself. 
No matter how it originated, the feeling is 
there,* and it is one of the factors of 
present politics. 
Those Southern

who refuse to accept the results of the 
war 
are 
v o ters; 
they 
are 
not 
only 
voters, 
but they control, by force and 
fraud, a very much larger political area 
than they have any right to dominate. 
They supply the'm otive and the energy to 
the 
national 
Democracy. 
W hatever 
detinite legislation that party contemplates 
is Southern legislation. 
Its support at the 
North is mainly held together by the hope 
of plunder, and has no principles or con­ 
victions which it is not perfectly willing 
to change at a moment s notice. 
The 
South furnishes the brains of the party, 
and the policy of it Í3 a Southern policy. 
That is the most significant fact in the 
situation, for it forces the question, W hat 
is likely to happen if the Government falls 
into the hands of those who refuse to ac­ 
cept the results of the war for the Union '! 


which would in twenty-four hours sweep 
away more property than the whole na­ 
tional debt amounts to.- Our contemporary 
wishes to pay off a portion of the debt by 
bankrupting the country.

In about one week the C ity Board of E du­ 
cation will meet again, when the question 
concerning the establishm ent of experimental 
classes under the Quincy system will again be 
considered. 
I t will be remembered th at the 
Board has already resolved upon giving the 
system a trial, and authorized 
a 
com­ 
m ittee to contract with a Quiuey teacher to 
come on here. 
A teacher was secured and 
was to arrive and begin work the first week 
o n A ugust. Subsequently she withdrew from 
the agreement because the Board could not 
guarantee her a position for more than one 
year, and th at would not justify her in going 
to the expense cf crossing the continent and 
returning to her home again at the end of the 
year. 
The Board possesses 
NO POWER TO CONTRACT 
F or a period in excess of one year, as the law 
requires it to elect teachers annually, nor can 
the present Board bind its successors by any 
agreement to re-elect a teacher, though it 
was unanimously of the opinion th at the 
Quincy teacher could rest assured of per- 
mauancy in the place for a term of years, as 
it was understood th at more than a year of 
trial would be necessarj- to give the Quincy 
system a fair opportunity to develop the pe­ 
culiar virtues claimed for it. 
The subject is 
one of much importance, and will again be 
discussed with \ igor in educational circles, 
and the action of the Board is looked forward 
to now with much interest. 
In the R ecord- 
U ní on an outline of the methods of the sys­ 
tem has been given in a series of articles con­ 
cerning the procedure and theory in the 
prim ary branches. 
This subject has not yet 
been completed, some 
elaboration having 
been indulged in as necessary to a complete 
understanding of the system. 
11 will be of 
much interest now to get an understanding 
of the system so far as it relates to 
HYGIENE AND MORAL INSTRUCTION, 
And the theory and practice of the system 
on these points we glean from an interview 
w ith a lady of this city who was educated 
under the system, and whose statem ents on 
other tranches of it have before been given. 
So far the endeavor has been to show th at 
these subjects, far from being abstract and 
above the comprehension of young children, 
are continually turning up in the regular 
course of instruction in tinging, drawing, 
reading, writing and object lessons, and th at 
they must be utilized then and there, and 
given their natural place in the lessons where 
they occur. 
B ut a conversation (not a lec­ 
ture) on these subjects, she says, is never 
deemed out of place whenever time permits 
or opportunity calls for i t ; aud every teacher 
knows how often the latter occurs. 
A wise 
use of superior knowledge in these two 
branches is, perhaps, the noblest and most 
sanitary discipline ever introduced into the 
school-room, and will reach cases which are 
impervious to other influences. 
I t is held 
th at the children need full instructions con­ 
cerning their physical selves, the various 
organs of the hum an body and their offices. 
They also need frequent counsel regarding 
their health, and the best means of preserv­ 
ing it, as well as 
, 
WARNING 
From the many dangers which surround the 
paths of childhood. 
A proper regard for 
their own as well as other jieople’s health and 
welfare, must be frequently impressed on the 
children’s minds, and the climatic and atmos­ 
pheric changes and their influence on the hu­ 
man organism must be pointed out and com­ 
mented upon whenever they occur. 
I t is the 
teacher’s business as much as the m other’s to 
warn the children against exposing the uncov­ 
ered head to the noonday sun, aud to counsel 
them against wet feet and sitting in cold 
draughts, and to think of nil the m any seem­ 
ingly trifling incidents where a word of advice 
may save so much pain and trouble—as in 
the eating of unripe or decayed fruit and the 
indulgence in sweetmeats. 
In the school­ 
room the teacher must be ever watchful, a t­ 
tending to the proper regulation of the heat 
and preserving perfect ventilation, correcting 
the attitude of the scholars and giving especial 
attention to those among them who are weak, 
or deformed, or deficient in sight or hearing 
N or should the teacher fail to sat an example 
in this as in all other particulars where exam­ 
ple is so much more impressive than precept. 
OK MORAL INSTRUCTION 
The same may, she says, substantially be 
said. 
There are always plenty of occasions 
which furnish opportunities for interesting 
conversation and comment, and in addition 
there are always those genera! elements of 
public and private morals which are freely 
ventilated by the press and the people, and 
which may frequently tie utilized in 
the 
school-room. 
She says she does not refer to 
crime—th at had better be kept out of the 
primary as well as out of the children’s hear­ 
ing everywhere—but to the wanton destruc­ 
tion of property, the csrelesane-ss exhibited 
in old and young in the handling of weapons, 
and the consequent danger to life and limb 
are so common as to need comment an i w arn­ 
ing from the teacher. 
In the hands of a 
thoroughly humane and prudent teacher such 
subjects as the duties < f men, women and 
child-en to their families, to society and to 
the Government, are, it is held, perfectly 
safe, and will receive such consideration and 
treatm ent as 


THE WELFARE OK THE CHILD 
M ay demand. 
To omit this phase of moral 
teaching would, according to the system, be 
neglecting a solemn duty, and it is therefore 
of the greatest importance th at teachers 
should be well prepared and thoroughly 
trained for their w ork in all its bearings. 
I t 
is true, she says, the law as it now stands does 
not demand so much of the teacher—it merely 
“xpects hi n to behave himself—it does not 
provide this higher instruction for, cor does 
it demand it of h im ; but the law is far be­ 
hind the time», she hold», especially behind 
her favorite system. 
The' people are waking 
up to the necessity of such instruction, she 
holds, and they have a right to decide w hat 
they want.

In a lesson on “ ink,” it is quite probable 
that such statem ents as the following will be 
made : “ Ink is black,” “ ink spills,” “ ink is 
in bottles,” etc. 
These inaccuracies m ust be 
analyized, the pupils taking part in the work, 
and the sentences then being rendered cor 
rectly. 
Thus “ ink is black," is incorrect be­ 
cause when so used the word means all ink, 
without exception, whereas some ink is blue, 
some red, etc. 
B ut it would be proper to 
say, “ M y, or our ink is black,” or “ the ink 
which I see is black," if it expressed an 
actual fact. 
Thus there are placed those 
mental exercises which most grammarians give 
as a finishing course to their lessona on lan­ 
guage, at the very beginning of the pupil's 
course of study, doing easily and naturally 
much of the work which ordinarily burdens 
the last years at school.

introduction of proverbs or epigrams, which 
re explained and commented upon by the 
pupils, the teacher as usual letting the chil­ 
dren do as much of the work as ¡mssible. 
GYMNASTICS AND DECLAMATION. 
The subject of gymnastics in school does 
not generally, she holds, receive as much a t­ 
tention as it deserves, for it is claimed that it 
is not only a sanitary exercise, but a promoter 
of discipline, and th at in both capacities it 
will more than repay all the time and atten­ 
tion bestowed upon it, amd one of its chief 
recommendations is th at the children like 
Gymnastics, singing and drawing arc the 
branches in which the teacher is as fully em­ 
ployed as the pupils, where he does au ample 
share of the work aud comes into more inti­ 
m ate contact with the children. 
I t is un­ 
necessary to enlarge on the subject here, as 
there are a num ber of good manuals to lie 
had on the gymnastics of the school-room 
and of the home, from which teachers may 
easily aeiect th at which is appropriate. 
Declamation is a kind of gymnastics of the 
memory, and if not made a task it is held to 
be a healthy stim ulant to th at organ. 
I t 
should, the Quincy people hold, never de­ 
generate into “ speaking pieces” for showy 
effect. 
T hat would entirely do away with 
declamation in young 
or amiability, the 
the proper object of the d 
children. 
The beauty 


humor or pathos of the poem or essay, m ust 
be the chief incentive aud object of speaking. 
A good delivery m ust be studied or taught, 
and the speaker must be trained to be as free 
from consciousness as possible. 
W here these 
conditions are not observed declamation has, 
properly speaking, no object—unless the con­ 
ceited little spouter be the object—and one 
of pity to the im partial beholder. 
Iu sketching the course of studies under 
the rational system of education, w hat has 
been given is necessarily very fragm entary— 
a mere outline, which, if properly tilled in, 
would expand into volumes. 
But perhaps 
enough has been said to suggest the jiossi- 
bilities of a system which proposes to keep 
up the march of progress abreast w ith other 
professions, and which, in Teutonic phrase, 
will, a. cording to the Quincy system promo­ 
ters, finally enable the schoolmaster to con­ 
quer the world.
